Third Article on “Misunderstood Pentecost”

V. The Blessing of Pentecost Was Not What Is Called “Sanc- 
tification,” Was Not “Christian Perfection,” Was Not 
the Eradication of the Carnal Nature 


Some dear, good people make much of an experience 


which they call sanctification, 


in which they think that the 


carnal nature is eradicated, the sin principle is destroyed and 
burned out, They often call this, after John Wesley’s term, 
“Christian perfection.” They often claim to be sinless. These 
are often very good, earnest, devout people, and we have no 


quarrel with them. 


There is a Bible sanctification. There 
‘is a Bible holiness which all Christians should follow after. 


We do not believe that it is the eradication of the carnal na- 
ture. We do not understand the Scriptures to teach that by 
one crisis experience a person is made sinless and, in a Chris- 
tian sense, perfect. Yet we believe in holy living, we believe 
in daily victory and joy, and we would not for a moment make 
light of the earnest longings of people who want to please 


Jesus Christ in everything. 


I know that I myself long un- 
ceasingly to please Him and to be 
all that He wants me to be. And 


I know that I can thank Him for 
daily grace, daily wonderful vic- 
tory and daily cleansing as I obey 
Him in daily confessing and for- 
saking of my sins. We have no 
fight to make on those who strive 
after holinessy~"“Phank God _ for 
every soul who longs to be pure 
and good. That ought to be the 
attitude of all of us, surely. None 
of us should excuse sin. None of 
us should ever be complacent 
about our failures and the ways 
we come short of the glory of 
@od. But there is an idea abroad 
with many good people that. at 
Pentecost the disciples received 
i personal experience of sancti- 
fication, that at Pentecost they 
were purified and the carnal 
mature was burned out and 
destroyed, the root and principle 
of sin eliminated. Some people 
‘Bo believe, but a study of the Word 
‘of God will prove that they are 
mistaken. That is not what hap- 
‘pened at Pentecost. 

Jesus did not say to the 
Aposties, “Tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem until ye be sanctified.” 
‘Rather He said, “Tarry ye in the 
eity of Jerusalem, until ye be 
yendued with power from on high,” 
and He specified that it would be 
power to be witnesses for Him, 
that is, to preach repentance and 
emission of sins in His name 
among all nations (Luke 24:47- 
49). We Bible Christians must 
teach what Jesus taught. He did 

t say that at Pentecost the dis- 


ciples would be sanctified. 

Again the matter is taken up in 
Acts 1:4. 5. Jesus “being as- 
sembled together with them, com- 
manded them that they should not 
depart from Jerusalem, but wait 
for the promise. of the Father, 
which, saith he, ye have heard of 
me. For John truly baptized with 


water; but ye shall be baptized... 


with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence.” Note carefully that 
no mention is made here of sanc- 
tification or the eradication of the 
carnal nature. 

The disciples wanted to know 
what Jesus meant, and so He 
explained it in Acts 1:8, just fol- 
lowing: . “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeursa- 
lem, and in all Judaea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” 

What were the disciples to re- 
ceive when the Holy Ghost came 
upon them? They were to receive 
power! Power that would make 
them witnesses in Jerusalem, 
Judaea, Samaria, and in the whole 
world! Nothing is said here about 
Sanctification nor about any spe- 
cial experience of cleansing and 
purification for themselves. 

Now. study the account of what 
happened at Pentecost as given 
in the second chapter of, Acts. 
“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, [regutlar 
languages of other nationalities] 
as the Spirit gave them utter-

The question of questions is: 
How may a life stained by sin 
be made right with the perfect 
and holy God?. Every one of us 
must give his personal account 
to God. How may we give that 
account in safety and in peace? 

The question for our meditation 
today calls us back to that central 
and supreme question, It is a ques- 
tion which Christ himself asked 
two of the perplexed disciples as 
they journeyed along the Emmaus 
road, to whom Christ joined Him- 
self after His resurrection. They 
were greatly perplexed ang cast 
down. They had misunderstood 
‘the great purpose of Christ's 
coming. They had thought He 
would reign in temporal, trium- 
phant power but He was dead and 
in His grave. The crucifixion took 
place three days before and all 
sorts of rumors were afloat con- 
cerning Him whom they laid in 
Joseph’s new tomb. As He 
journeyed with those perplexed 
men, He commenced talking -to 
them and presently brought them 
to this central question: “Ought 
not Christ to have suffered these 
things ?” 

This question calls us back to 
the foundation of Christ’s own

divine gospel of salvation. And 
this question has bound up with 
it two central truths for our 
meditation this hour. First, the 
awful fact of sin and, second, 
God’s divinely provided remedy 
for sin. These two facts are 
hard by each other all through 
the Holy Word of God. 


First, let us think of the 
solemn, awful fact of sin and that 
sin must be suffered for. Men 
would have to grant that fact 
if they did not believe the Bible 
at all and men do grant it every- 
where, even where the light of the 
Bible has not reached. Laws to a 
remarkable degree take cognizaiice 
of that fact. Individual govern- 
ments to a greater or lesser 
degree fashion their statutes 
around the principle that sin is 
something that requires punish- 
ment, The moral conscience of 
the world would be shocked by the 
teaching that sin was not to be 
punished. Civilization itself would 
be imperiled if we withheld from 
sin the punishment it calls for. 
Not even sentiment should pervert 
our sense of justice and righteous- 
ness. God has put elements

Trouble in World 

This wortu and the oue wo which 
the wicked are to be sent are no 
doubt the only worlds in all the 
universe where trouble is known, 
but there is abundance of it in 
both. If we could take the wings 
of the morning and fly to the ends 
of the earth, we should find trou- 
ble there. 

I have been entertained in many 
homes’ in many parts of the coun- 
try, and so have been able to 
learn something of the home life 
of all kinds of people-—trom the 
poor to the wealthy. I have been 
in some homes where everything 
appeared suo beautiful and _ so 
pleasant that I would find myself 
saying, “surely there can be no 
skeleton in the closet here. There 
is no trouble in this beautiiul 
place.” Yet very often, before I 
took my departure, I would dis- 
cover that it was a home of trou- 
ble in spite of its beautiful ap- 
pearance, Sometimes I would 
learn that a son had fallen among 
thieves on the Jericho road or 
that a daughter with a hard and 
willful heart had brought great 
trouble to her parents. Often in 
such homes the husband is not a 
Christian, and much trouble falis 
upon his believing wife in conse- 
quence. 

There are all kinds of troubles, 
too, in this world of trouble. 
There are troubles that we bring 
upon ourselves and troubles that 
others bring upon us. Much oi 
our trouble is due to our own im- 
providence, imprudence, or negli- 
gence. Much of it has come 
through grave mistakes that we 
have made, and much more through 
indecision about matters of vital 
importance, but the greater part 
of all our troubles has been the 
result of our sin—our own or some- 
body else’s, for wherever there is 
Sin trouble is the sure result. 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
Shall he also reap’ -(Gal. 6:7). 
Ther is no way of avoiding it. 

The man in the text is called a 
poor man,..and what is said of 
him is always true of the man in 
trouble. Whoever is in trouble.is 
a poor man, even though he live 
in a palace. Jairus was a weal- 
thy ruler, and yet how poor and 
helpless he was when the word 
came to him that his little daugh- 
ter was dead. How gladly he 
would have given all his wealth 
to have had her back again. 
Trouble makes us all very poor, 
because we are so helpless against 
it. 

When Marshall Field, the great 
millionaire prince of Chicago, was 
flying wita a special train, trying 
in vain to reach the bedside of his 
dying boy, how poor he was; poor 
because all his wealth could not 
obtain for him the boon he sought. 
The man who fell among thieves 
who stripped him of his raiment 
and wounded him and left him 
half dead on the Jericho road was 
a poor man because he was s0 
helpless, and yet he was probably 
a rich man’s son, 

Marked by Sin 

Oh, the poor people in_ this 
world! How my heart aches as 
I‘ look upon them as I go to and; 
fro where my duties call me. 
There are so many faces. into 
which I cannot look without see- 
ing the tragic marks that Nave 
been made by sin and sorrow, 
people in whose faces I can see 
the very hoof marks of the Devil. 
Poor, helpless, groaning, crying 
ones, who do not want to do 
wrong, and yet they serve a mas- 
ter' who drives them to it. There 
are times when I find my heart 
torn with sorrow for such as 
these, something like that I be- 
lieve Jesus had when He stood 
on Olivet and stretched His hands 
toward the great sinful city at 
His feet and said, “O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem ... how often would I 
have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even: as a hen gathereth 


her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not!” ( Matt. 
23:37). 


As I walk through the busy 
streets of the great city in which 
I live and watch the busy throngs’ 
rushing pcll-mell toward the grave 
and the judgment, and have the

dreadful théught. come to me in 
all its awfulness of how great are 
the sorrows and the troubles of 
the lives of those into whose 
faces I look, there are times when 
I feel almost like Jonah in Nine- 
veh, and want to cry out, “Re- 
pent! Repent! Repent!” 

Many men get into worse trou- 


bles by irying to get out of their) 


troubles in their own way. 
true this is with the man 
commits one crime 
conceal another. 
to be like the man you have 
heard of who yoked himself up 
with a young steer. Jtst as he 
had put the other end of the yoke 
on his own neck to see how it 
would feel, the steer started on a 
mad gallop, and he had to get 
right down to it and do his best 
to keep from being choked. to 
death. 

When any sin once gets a hold 
on you, you are in that very same 
kind of a fix. Standing still in 
Sin is as impossible as standing 
still in fire All embezzlers and 
bank wreckers begin by taking 
just a little money in the start, 
but having made the start, they 
must go and take more, and so 
instead of getting out of their 
trouble by more and more dis- 
honesty, they get deeper and 
deeper, 

The poor man in the text had 
prebably been trying to get free 
irom his troubles in his own way 
for a long while before he cried 
to the Lord, just as all of us have 
done.

Living in sin is 


Sin Brings Trouble 

There ‘sill always be troubles 
where there is sin, and we do not 
have to read the Bible to know 
this. We have all found it out 
for ourselves, and some of us by 
the bitterest kind of experience. 
The little child soon finds out that 
as soon as it disobeys its parents 
it gets into trouble. ‘He that 
would hide his sin shall have 
trouble encugh,’ the Bible says, 
‘but he that will confess and for- 
Sake it is certain of peace.’ 

This poor man cried, and the 
Lord heard him, and saved him 
out of his troubles. If you want 
to know what Christian experi- 
ence is, read the Psalms, for they 
are full cf it, and what you find 
there is euthentic. You can’t al- 
ways tell just what Christian ex- 
perience is by hearing people talk 
im meeting, for the reason that 
no man nas ever yet lived who 
could so express himself about 
anything as to be clearly and ful- 
ly understood. 

The reason for this is_ that 
Spiritual things can at best be 
but poorly expressed in words. 
Some seem to say too little, oth- 
ers too nich; but in the Psalms 
we have Christian experience 
given in inspired language, and 
can much better understand just 
what is meant. 

“This poor man cried.” This 
shows that his troubles must have 
been very great, for when a man 
cries. he is gnerally in a sorrow 
that is nigh unto death. “This 
poor man cried.” He had reached 
a place where he had stopped 
trying to do anything to _ help 
himself, for he was in a place 
where there was no earthly pros- 
pect of his ever getting out. One 
of the things God cannot do is 
to turn a deaf ear to a cry like 
that. He would stop making a 
world if necessary to help the 
one who sends up such a cry as 
this poor man did. 


' Was Seeking God 

The poor man was seeking God 
with a heartbreak, and whoever 
seeks Him in that way is never 
disappointed. The man wanted 
God's help just then more than 
he wanted riches op fame _ or 
honor, His. soul cried for im- 
mediate, definite help, and he got 
it. Standing up for prayers 
amounts to little unless the heart 
gets on its knees. 

When men seek God aright they 
do it as the hungry seek bread, 
and as the famishing seek water; 
and when they do it in that way 
they find Him, because they com- 
ply with conditions that were 
made befcre the foundations of 
the earth were laid. “And ye 
shall seek me, and find me, when. 
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ye search for me with 
heart” (Jer. 29:13). 


Only One Way to Get Out 

There is only one way to get 
out of the mire of sin, and that 
is to be lifted out of it by the 
hands that were nailed to the 
cross. Human hands might help 
us perhays, if they could, but 
they are too short and weak. 
Only the hand of Christ can reach 
us when we fall into the Devils 
pit. 

The fact that He took_ David 
out is a sure prophecy that He 
will deliver you if you will but 
ask Him and trust Him to do it, 
as David aid. If the Lord were 
not as ready to help you and me 
as He was to help him, this 
Psalm would not have had a place 
in the Bible. It would have ‘ho 
business there, because what God 
does for one He stands pledged 
to do for another. 


Some people consider the 
Psalms poetry, but the very heart 
of them is Christian experience. 
The horrible pit and the miry clay 
are not mere figures of speech, 
but terrible realities in every un- 
regenerate life. No matter where 
the sinner goes, he has to travel 
in the mud, and the_ longer he 
lives in sin the deeper the mire 
becomes. Every day that he re- 
mains away from God puts him 
down deeper and deeper and 
makes the probability that he 
will ever be saved just that much 


all your 


grip on a man every time he says 
no to Christ. To decide to hold 
on to sin another hour may mean 
that you will have to hold on 
forever. 


Why God Heard Him 

It wasn’t because the poor man 
of the text was the son of Jesse 
that God heard his cry. .The fact 
that he tad slain Goliath didn’t 
give weight to his cry. His hav- 
ing been patient and forbearing 
with Saul didn’t give any stress 
to his call upon God for help. It 
wasn’t because he had killed the 
lion and the bear, or that he had 
put many of the king’s enemies 
to death. Neither was it be- 
cause he was great in ruling the 
land and commanding armies, or 
that he was gifted in writing 
poetry or in playing on the harp. 
When a cry goes up to the throne 
for God’s help, it comes to a beg- 
gar just the same as it would to 
a king. There is no man so hum- 
ble or ignorant that God will not 
as surely hear his cry, when it 
comes from a penitent heart, as 
if he were one of the greatest and 
most gifted. 

You say you are afraid you 
couldn't live a Christian life if 
you should undertake it. Think 
of David preferring to stay in the 
pit for fear he might fall in again! 
Think of a sick man not wanting 
to get well because he might get 
sick again: Or of a bankrupt re- 
fusing to pay 10 cents on the dol- 
lar because he couldn't pay a 
hundred! If you can trust God to 
take you out of sin while you are 
in it, do you think it will be any 
harder to trust Him to keep you 
out of it after he gets you out? 

God Will Help You 

Because the Lord did some- 
thing for the man of the text, 
count upon it that He will also 
do something for you.- He is no 
respecter of persons, and is pledg- 
ed to do for us what He has 
done for others. David was not 
only taken out of the pit in which 
he was lost, but he was put where 
he could travel with joy and com- 
fort. The first thing that hap- 
pens witn every forgiven sinner 
is that he finds it a delight to do 
the Lord’s will. It becomes a 
thousand times easier for him to 
live to please God than not te do 
it. 

“He set my feet upon a rock, 
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less, for the Devil tightens his; 


and established my goings.’ God 
always~matkes the road in which 
He wants His pilgrims to travel, 
and it «ws free from mire. The 
way is made for the man, and 
the man for the way, just as 
the locomotive is made for the 
rail and the rail for the locomo- 
tive. 

If we siep where God tells us to 
Step, thougn it may be a step in 
the dark, when our foot comes 
down we will find it on the rock. 
That is where David found him- 
Self as soon as he got out of the 
pit in which he couldn't even try 
to take a step without sinking 
deeper. He had a solid founda- 
tion under him, and knew where 
he was going. This is Christian 
experience, and is as good a de- 
scription of what occurs today as 
of anything that happened in Bi- 
ble times. Look at the two pic- 
tures and choose between them. 

One shows where sin puts a 
man, and the other what comes 
of seeking God in earnest. Look 
with pity upon the poor man who 
flounders in the horrible pit, in 
which disgusting offal has. been 
thrown, slowly and surely sinking 
in the filthy slime. This is what 
the Devil does for those who 
serve him. 


Contrast Right View 

In contrast with this dark view, 
see the man whose captivity has 
been turned, the man whose feet 
have been taken out of the mire 
and plantea on the rock. See him 
as he goes running and leaping 
on his way to the city that has 
foundations and whose maker and 
builder is God. 

There is a song on his lips and 
great joy in his heart. Watch 
his face hght up as he catches 
glimpses of the glorious place to 
which he is going. There can be 
no question as to which is the 
best off; the man in the mire or 
the man on the rock. 

There is only one sure way to 
be saved out of all trouble and 
that is to do as the man in the 
text did. It was the best thing 
he could do, and it is the best 
thing anybody in trouble can do. 
He cried to the Lord, and when 
a man gets to where he cries to 
the Lord, he has reached a place 
where he is bound to get help. 
He has come to where he has 
stopped expecting help from any 
other source. Another thing about 
it is that when he cries to God he 
is willing to be saved in God's 
way, and when a man once gets 
there, there is no trouble about 
his being saved. When we once 
get where we stop rejecting God's 
plan of salvation, we are mighty 
close to God. 


Makes Clean Sweep 

“The Lord saved him out of 
all his troubles.” That is the 
way God does things. When He 
helps us He makes a clean sweep. 
He does as the good Samaritan 
did with the poor man on the Weri- 
cho road. He does all that is 
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needed. he saved him out of all 
his troubles, and Jesus came inte 
the world especially to do this 
for each one of us—for you and 
for me. If the text read: “This 
poor man had a trouble and he

ance.”” They spoke the gospel in the 
languages of the Parthians, Medes, 
Elamites, etc., a total of some 
sixteen different nationalities, and 
everyone of them heard the gospel 
in his own tongue wherein he was 
born. And three thousarid people 
were saved. Then Peter preached 
a sermon explaining what hap- 
pened at Pentecost. And he said 
‘not one word about these Chris- 
tians being sanctified or purified 
or having sin eradicated at Pente- 
cost. It simply did not. happen 
there. It is never mentioned in 
connection with Pentecost in the 
Bible. 


The Bible often speaks of people 
being filled with the Holy Spirit. 
We are told that John the Baptist 
was “filled with the Holy. Ghost, 
even from his nidther’s womb” 
(Luke 1:15). But nothing is said 
of his sanctification. We are told 
of how the whole group were filled 
with the Holy Ghost after Pente- 
cost, in Acts 4:31, yet no mention 
is made of sanctification or a 
special purification. Acts, chapter 
6, tells of the Spirit-filled deacons, 
Acts 9:17 tells, how Paul was 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Acts 
11:24 speaks of Barnabas as filled 
with the Holy Ghost. Yet none 
of these Scriptures even hint that 
being filled with the Holy Spirit 
involveqg what is often called 
sanctifications or the eradication 
of the sinful nature. That simply 
did not happen at Pentecost. 
Pentecost means something else, 
not sanctification. 


The Lord Jesus Himself was 
filled with the Holy Ghost at His 
baptism, according to Luke 3:21, 
22. Does any reader believe that 
Jesus was up to that time sinful 
and that then He was sanctified 
and purged and the sinful nature 
eradicated? Surely no one can 
believe that about the sinless, im- 
maculate Son of God. So being 
filled with the Spirit, does not 
mean sanctification. It does not 
mean the eradication of the carnal 
nature. 


Once when I was preaching on 
this matter a man called my at- 
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tention to Acts 15:8, 9, where the 
Scripture says: 

“And God, which knoweth 
the hearts, bare them witness, 
giving them the Holy Ghost, 
even as he did unto us; And 
put no difference between us 
and them, purifying their 
hearts by faith.” 

But I noticed then, as you will 


hy reading those verses again 
that “purifying their hearts by 
faith” refers to the_ salvation 


which had come to the Gentiles. 
In verse 11 following, Peter says, 
“But we believe that through the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall be saved, even as they.” A 
purifying of the heart when one 
is born again is one thing; ang the 
eradication of the carnal nature 
entirely, so that one has no sin 
principle in him, no_ taint~ of 
Adam's sin, is an entirely dif- 
ferent matter. 

Let us accept the fact made 
plain by the Scriptures, then; at 
Pentecost the disciples were not 
“sanctified,” they were not made 
perfect, they were not made sin- 
less, they did not have the carnal 
nature eradicated. That is not 
what was promised. That is not 
what they received. That is not 
what they waited for ang not 
what they got. They were promised 
the power of the Holy Spirit. 
They waited upon God until they 
were filled with the Spirit and 
had the promised power. Then 
they witnessed for the Lord and 
three thousand were saved. That 
is the meaning of Pentecost. 

And I think that I ought to say 
here that every other blessing that 
the Spirit of God can give to a 
Christian, after salvation, is less 
than this one great blessing. The 
Spirit of God convicts sinners. 
Then when sinners repent and 
trust Christ, the Holy Spirit re- 
generates them, makes them new 
creatures. They are thus “born 
of... the Spirit” (John 3:5). 
They have the Holy Spirit abiding 
in them, dwelling in their bodies. 
The Holy Spirit also is a Com- 
forter. The Holy Spirit also 


‘guides Christians into truth. The 


Holy Spirit also helps us pray 
with groanings: that cannot be 
uttered. The Holy Spirit works 
in the Christian character, as one 
walks in Him and abides in Christ, 
the Christian graces—the fruit of 
the Spirit, “love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, Meekness, temperance” 
(Gal, 5:22, 23). But all these are 
different from what came at 
Pentecost. There at Pentecost 
Christians were filled with the 
Holy Spirit and empowered to 
carry out the commands of Jesus 
in the Great Commission. They 
were made fit to be witnesses, 
powerful, soul-winning witnesses 
for Christ. 

Many Christians 
consecration. We are for it. 

Many Christians talk about 
separation. We believe in it, that 
is, in a careful avoidance of 
worldly things that grieve’ the 
Spirit of God and hinder a Chris- 
tian’s testimony. 


talk about 


Christians speak about “the 
deeper life.” We are for that, 
too. 


Bible teachers often speak about 
“the crucified life.” We. believe 
that every Christian ought to die 
daily and be crucified with Christ. 

Christians speak about holiness. 
They speak about sanctification. 
They speak about the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit. We are for all 
these, if you will allow Us to mean 
by these terms what we believe is 
the Bible meaning for them. But 
we believe that for any Christian 
to lay claim to any of these bles- 
sings when he is not willing to 
pay God’s price for power to win 
souls, and is thus a disobedient 
child of God on the main matter 
of soul winning, is a sinful dis- 
grace. We believe that Christian's 
claim is false. We believe that 
he has missed entirely the great 
blessing of Pentecost which gives 
power to win souls. 


VI. Pentecost Was Not Sim- 
ply a Growth in Christian 
Grace 
We have said that it is a mis- 
take to teach that Pentecost was 
simply the beginning of a new 
dispensation, the dispensation of 
the Holy Spirit. 


We have said that it is a mis- 


understanding of the meaning of 
Pentecast to say that that date 
was the birthday of the church. 
' We have said that the great 
blessing which the Holy spirit 
brought at Pentecost was not 
sanctification or the eradication 
of the gin nature. 

Now we want to show you some 
other things that did not specially 
happen at Pentecost. 

We have shown that the dis- 
pensational change occurred the 
day Jesus rose from the dead. 


Then He in His glorified body ap- 
peared to the disciples and 
breathed on them and said, ‘“Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost.” This 


was a fulfillment He gave them in 
John 7:37-39. So before Jesus 
commanded the disciples to tarry 
in Jerusalem until they should be 
efidued with power from on high, 
they already had the Holy Spirit 
dwelling in their bodies. You see, 
the indwelling of the Holy Spirit 
and the special empowering of the 
Holy Spirit or fullness of the 
Spirit for soul witining are dif- 
ferent ministries of the same 
Spirit. 

John 14:16, 17 makes clear that 
the comfort of the Holy Spirit 
came to the disciples long before 
Pentecost. The night before He 
was crucified, Jesus said: 

“And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever; Even the 
Spirit of truth; whom the 
world cannot receive, because 
it seeth him. not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you.” 

The same Holy Spirit who then 
was with them and later should 
dwell in them, was to abide with 
them as a Comforter. 

John 14:26, in the same dis- 
cussion by the Saviour, tells us: 
“But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have saiq unto you.” 
The teaching ministry of the Holy 
Spirit, making plain the words of 
God and the will of Christ, came 
to the disciples when the Holy 
Spirit came in to dwell, as their 
living, abiding Comforter. All 
this happened before Pentecost. 
In John 16:13 Jesus promised these 
disciples that same night: ‘“How- 
beit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you into 
all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself [that is, He will not 
speak the things that He Himself 
originates. He will speak _ the 
things given Him by the Father 
and by Christ]; but whatso- 
ever he shal] hear, that shall he 
speak: and he will shew you 
things to come.” You see, the 
Holy Spirit who guides into the 
truth, was already abiding in the 
disciples before Pentecost. 

Let us go back to that farewell 
meeting with Jesus and the dis- 
ciples ag recorded in Luke 24, 
just before Jesus 
Heaven. In that same chapter 
where He, in verse 49, commanded 
them to tarry in the city of 
Jerusalem, until they be endued 
with power from on high, we are 
told, “Then opened he their under- 
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cried unto the Lord, and the Lord 
heard him and saved him from 
it,” it would be a great thing, but 


it might be very discouraging to 


some of us for we might think, 
“Well, that man had only one 
trouble and I have many,” or, “My 
trouble is a great one and his 
may have been but a light one.” 
But the words show that the man 
had many troubles and this gives 
us all hope that we may also be 
saved from all our troubles, The 
cause of the man’s troubles. is not 
given, and this gives us. all @ 
chance to come in, 


Sure Way Out 


The text is good news for all 
of us for it tells us there is a 
sure way to get out of trouble, 
and there is not one of us who 
does not need the help that is 
offered. If the Lord helped one 
poor man out of all his troubles, 
He will help every other poor 
man out of his troubles. You 
can’t make anything else than 
this out of it. 


Verses of this kind were not 
put in the Bible simply to fill up, 
but to make a ladder upon which 
all may climb and find help. 
God wants us to know that, al- 
though we are in a world of trou- 
ble, there is a sure way of being 
delivered from it. 

We may go out into the streets 
and cry about our troubles, and 
the people will rush on their mad

way and pay no attention to us. 
We may go to the homes of the 
wealthy and try to tell them 
about our troubles only to ha 
the doors closed in our faces. We 
may walk the streets until we 
drop to the ground exhausted, 
trying to find.some ‘willing ear 
into which to pour our troubles, 
and noboly will listen’ to us.

Just before He ,command@ded. the 
disciples to wait at Jerusalem for 
power, He opened their under- 
standing so that they understood 
all the things “written in the law 
of Moses, and in the prophets, and 
in the psalms” concerning Him- 
self (vs. 44). These men who 
waited at Jerusalem for the bless- 
ing of Pentecost already under- 
stood the Bible. They already had 
the guidance and teaching and 
witness of the Holy Spirit in their 
own hearts. They were not wait- 
ing for the indwelling of the Spirit, 
nor Hig comfort, nor His teaching, 
nor His guidance; they were 
waiting for the fullness of His 
power to make them soul win- 
ners, 


Now let us go back, to the pa 
Jesus rose from the dead and 


‘breathed on the disciples and they 


received the Holy Spirit in their 
bodies. In John 20:19-23 the story 
is given. 

“Then the same day at eve- 
ning, being the first day of 
the week, when the doors 
were shut where the disciples 
were assembled for fear of 
the Jews, came Jesus and 
stood in the midst, and saith 
unto them, Peace be unto you. 
And wlien he had so said, he 
shewed unto them his hands 
and his side. Then were the 
disciples glad, when they saw 
the Lord. Then said Jesus to 
them again, Peace be unto 
you: as my Father hath sent — 
me, even so send I you. And 
when he had said this, he 
breathea on them, and saith 
unto them, Receive ye_ the 
Holy Ghost: Whose soever 
sins ye remit, they are re-, 
mitted unto them; and whose ~ 
soever sins ye retain, they 
are rétained.” 


That was, at first, the saddest 
bunch of Christians ever gathered 
in one place!. Jesus had died! 
They were discouraged. They 
were more than discouraged. They 
were in despair! Then Jesus ap- 
peared unto them and _=§$ said, 
“Peace be unto you.” And to 
prove that He was their own Sav- 
iour, He showed them His hands 
and His side. “Then were the 
disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord.” The saddest group of 
Christians the world ever saw 
were changed in a few breathless 
moments into: the gladdest, most 
joyous Christians! No wonder 
Jesus said ‘Peace be unto you.” 
Their fears,.their doubts, their un- 
rest have all fled away. How re- 
vived, how blessed they were! 

And we are told a little later 
in the same chapter how Thomas 
a week later saw Jésus and heard 
the same sweet words, “Peace be 
unto you,” and, convinced of the 
genuineness of the Saviour’s 
resurrection with a physical body, 
he fell down happily, wondrously

The twenty-first chapter 
John tells how Simon Peter was) 
taken back into full communion. 
on the seashore, and how he was’ 
commanded to get about. the 
Lord’s business of feeding’ the’ 
sheep. And all of this was before 
the disciples were commanded to: 
tarry in Jerusalem until they be 
endued with power from on high. 

In John 20:23, after Jesus had 
breathed on the disciples ...and 
said, ‘““Reccive ye the Holy Ghost,” 


He. gave them this wonderful 
authority, “Whose soever sins. ye 
remit, they are remitted unto 


them; and whose soever sins ye 
retain, they are retained.” Many 
good Bible scholars believe, as we 
do, that this Scripture would bet- 
ter be translated, ““‘Whose soever 
sins ye remit, they shall have been 
remitted unto them,” etc. But in 
any case, whatever authority the 
disciples would have they were 
given on that marvelous day 
when Jesus rose from the dead 
and appeared to them, and when 
the Holy Spirit was breathed up- 
on them and they received Him, 
the third person of the Trinity, to 
dwell in their bodies. 


You see, then, that the disciples 
did not wait at Pentecost for joy 
and ecstasy.. They already had 
that. 

You see, then, that the disciples 
did not wait until the Holy Spirit 
should comfort them. Already 
they had been comforted. They 
“Peace be 
unto you,” and they were giad. 

You see, then, that the disci- 
ples did not wait for Pentecost to 
be forgiven of their backslidings, 
their failures, their doubts. Thom- 
as and Peter and the quarreling, 
divided group were forgiven and 
cleansed and united so that they 
could wait “with -one = accord,” 
pleading with God for the power 
of the Holy Spirit to make them 
soul winners. 

There is a fearful taint in hu- 
man nature of which all of us 
must beware. There is a constant 
tendency in the very best of us to 
take the outward form as more 
important than the inward. fact. 

All over the world honest 
preachers have to guard against 
those who would think more of 
church membership than of re- 
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within our nature which rise up 


with this insistence often and most 


painfully, that sin must be pun- 
ished. Lens 
Memory-,what haunting power 
there is in one’s memory! It has 
the strange faculty of turning 
back the hands of the clock in 
one’s life amd. reaching up into the 
secret. cabinets. and usflocking 
them and bringing things out 
never to 
think of again. Those dark hours 
which are lived over through 
memory remind us that sin must 
be punished. God has given us 
memory. and its haunting power is 
something unspeakably pathetic. 
He has given us the power . of 
conscience and how poignant that 
power is at certain times in one’s 
life. The power of conscience 
tells us that sin must be punished. 
Conscience may seem to sleep for 
a season and may seem to be dull 
and dead and unresponsive; but 
in the crucial hour, in the moral 
crises, conscience will make its 
cry felt and heard, even after the 
most solemn and painful fashion. 
History, both sacred and secular, 
gives formal attestation to that 
fact. Take the pages of Bible 
history — what awful chapters 
stand out like spectres in the 
night through the awful power 
of conscience! In the case of 
Judas—who sold Jesus for thirty 
pieces of silver (about fifteen 
dollars in our money)—after a 
few hours, goaded as he was 
fairly to desperation by conscience, 
he came back to the Chief 
Priests, with whom the trade was 
made, the ill-fated bargain, and 
threw down the thirty pieces of 
silver with the cry: “Let’s turn 


back, let’s undo what we have 
done. I have betrayed innocent 
blood! Take the money back— 


it hounds my conscience and my 
brain! Take it back!” And they 
laughed him to scorm and, goaded 
by conscience, he went out and 
took his own life. Conscience has 
that awful power in human life! 

John the Baptist was put in 
prison by Herod because he dared 
to ‘denounce the king for im- 
properly consorting with Herodias, 
his brother Philip’s wife, who Was 
by his side. John stood before 
Herod and said, “It is not lawful 
for thee to have her,” and ex- 
plained that there.would be a day 
of reckoning with a rigfiteous 
God. The woman bitterly resented 
the rebuke of the plain preacher. 
She bided her time, and the day 
came When her daughter danced 
before Herod and so pleased him 
that he asked what she would like 
for him to give her. She had 
been prompted by her mother; 
so she said, ‘I would like the head 
of John the Baptist, the man“who 
rebuked you and my mother.’ 
Think of a girl making a demand 
like that! Herod winced under the 
demand, for he feared the people. 
But sodden and seething in sin as 
he was, he commanded the execu- 
tioner to carry out this awful 
request and soon he brought the 
head of this fearless preacher for 
the dancing girl to carry to her 
mother. The horrible deed was 
done. The man who_ rebuked 
Herod and Herodias publicly could 
rebuke, them no more. 

Weeks and months passed, and 
the fame of Jesus spread abroad. 
His deeds and his works were 
attracting the people throughout 
all, Galilee. When Herod heard 
of the wonderful works of Jesus, 
he said, “It igs John the Baptist, 


risen from the dead.” Oh, the 
cry of conscience! The cry of 
conscience! 

Macbeth, one of the world's 


great dramas, lives because in it 
the vitality of conscience is 
recognized. Lady Macbeth, whose 
hands were stained with murder, 
revealed in her sleepwalking the 
state of her mind, as she would 
seém to wash her hands and say, 
“Will these hands ne'er be clean? 
Here’s the smell of blood still. 
All the perfume of Arabia will not 
sweeten this little hand.” It is 
the cry of conscience. 

George Eliot, that keen-minded 
woman, marvelous in her portrayal 
of human life, gives in one of her 
books an account of a young girl 
who went to shame and ruin-— 
earth’s saddest sight is that! Every 
chivalrous man ought to set him- 


el 


Self with all diligence and true 
manhood to obliterate from the 
earth every influence that makes 
for the down-dragging and 
damning of woman. The story said 
the girl went to ruin and, to hide 
her shame, put to death her little 
child—put it to death and hid it 
in the hedge. But a little later 
she was apprehended and brought 
to justice and judgment. And 
the kindly women all got around 
her—as they ought to have done— 
and pitied her and compassionated 


| her and mothered her and tried to 


woo her away from dwelling on 
the horrible sin that had found 
its cumulation and culmination in 
her life. When-they would pausé 
for a moment, the girl would break 
forth with her pitiful refrain, “I 
hear—yes, I hear—I hear all that 
you have said, but will I always 
hear the cry of that little child 
that I put to death in the hedge? 
Will I always hear it?” ‘That was 
the cry of conscience—the cry of 
conscience! 

Conscience makes its cry that 
Sin must be punished. There is 
an end of moral government if 
this be not so., What conscience 
cries' and memory attests, the 
Holy Word of God which is the 
divine revelation of the mind of 
God and the will of God, the Holy 
Word of God comes with its clear 
statement that we all alike, in 
God's great moral government, are 
Sinners. There is no difference. 
“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way.” There is no 
difference. “WE have all sinned 
and come short of the glory of 
God.” “There is not a just man 
upon the earth, that doeth good 
and sinneth not.” “Except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 
That is the Word of God that 
came from the lips of the gentle 
Saviour. “Marvel not that I say 
unto you, Ye must be born again 
or ye can never see the kingdom 
of God.” 

All have sinned. Every human 
being is under the blight and in- 
fused with the poison of a moral 
sickness the name of which is sin. 
Is there any remedy? Is there 
any door of hope in the valley of 


Achor? Is there any balm .-in 
Gilead? Is there any physician 
that can heal this awful moral 
sickness which afflicts every 


human being? Thank God, there 
is! And here it is stated for us 
in four little Bible words: ‘Christ 
died for us.” ‘There is the hope 
for beaten, sinning, suffering 
humanity! Christ died for our 
sins! Those little words state the 
central fact of the gospel of 
divine. forgiveness and salvation. 
Before Christ died on Calvary, 
every smoking altar on which lay 
a bird or a beast, in _ sacrifice, 
pointed to the coming of that great 
sacrifice when Christ once and 
for all put away sin by the 
sacrifice of Himself. What is the 
secret of the power of the death 
of Christ to put sins away? 
“Christ died for us.” “God com- 
mendeth His love toward us, in 
that while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us!” The Son of 
God loved you and me and gave 
Himself for us! “Substitution,” 
you say, “is a great mystery.” 
It is, and the principle of substi- 
tution is the greatest principle in 
all life. 
Christ died for us. 


Jesus paid it all, 
All to Him I owe— 
Sin had left a crimson stain; 
He washed it white as 
snow. 
That is the deepest note in human 
life—that Christ, the divine Re- 


deemer, was a vicarious sufferer 
for sinners! 

sod might have dealt with sin- 
ners in one of three ways. He 
might have meted out absolute 
justice and compensation, and, if 
50, we would all have been 
destroyed. “If Thou, Lord, 
Shouldest mark iniquity, oh, Lord, 
who shall stand?” Or God might 
have meted out absolute mercy. 
If that had been His plan it would 
have immediately put an end to 
moral government. 
infinite in righteousness and 
mercy; He metes out to us abso- 
lute righteousness and absolute 
mercy both in one. “Mercy and 
Truth.are met together; Right- 
eousn2ess and Peace have kissed 
each other,” in Christ. In His 
death absolute righteousness and 
absolute mercy were provided for 
the sinner at the same time. Why 
is Christ, alone, able to conquer 
our sits? ‘Because God, _ the 
Eternal Father, whose law we 
all hat. broken, appointed Him 
for that divine purpose. Thus was 
established vicarious redemption 
for us because Christ, the divine 
Son, was spotless and sinless and 
could make that sacrifice for 
Christ, in His own versonality, is 
both God and man ‘s really God 
as though He were not man, as 
really man ag though He were 
not God—the God-man in one 
personality. And He is able to be 
the one Mediator to win sinners 
back to God. 

Oh, will you think of Him, dying 
for you, as this day_you go your 
ways? After He died for you, 
what if you reject Him? What 
if you refuse Him?. What if you 
will not have Him? Oh, will you 
think now, today—visualize it all— 
how they took Him and laid aside 
His robe and scourged Him and 
carried Him up the hill, the Christ, 
and nailed Him to the cross, and 
there ‘twixt heaven and earth He 
died—the Friend of sinners died! 
It was for you! There is not any 
way out for you and me, except 
through the sacrifice of Chirst. 

No wonder the great old John 
Newton sang:

The Holy 
Spirit does dwell in the Chris- 


tian’s body, but that did not begin

at Pentecost and that is not the 


meaning of Pentecost. 

We are tempted, when thinking 
of Pentecost, to talk about some 
great ecs:asy, some joy for our- 


selves, some “experience,” some 
feeling that we can relate to oth- 
ers, and often repeat. Don't do it! 
That is not what was promised, 
that is not what the disciples 
waited for, that is not what they 
got. They waited for power and 
they got power, power that would 
make them witnesses, power that 
would make them soul winners, 
power that would help them to 
carry out the Great Commission 
Jesus had just given them! 

What they waited for, what 
they were promised, and what 
they got was the mighty power of 
God upon them to make them soul 
winners. ©O God, give us a heart 
to see this meaning of Pentecost, 
and to scek and to find for our- 
selves the same power that New 
Testament Christians received 
there!
